Dr. Fleming Serves 
On Arts Council 

Uiv Jessie Fiennng, head of the 
Music Depart inent at J^SC. has, 
since 1067, had the honor of serv¬ 
ing the Maryland Arts CauneiL 
During his governorship, J. MIP 
lard Tawes requested that the 
state legislature create a council 
to ndvise liim or mat lei’s of art 
in Maryland. In 1967 the neces¬ 
sary legislature was passed. Since 
lhat time. t.ir. P'cmhig has served 
on the Music Advisory Board one 
of the six panels which deal with 
the varUnis urea,s of ail 

Dr. Fleming explained that the 
eleven - member IMaryland Arts 
Council makes reeommenihitiuns 
for the slate to aili t funds so the 
“general pnhhc will have more 
eontacl with the arts." As a mem¬ 
ber of thi? Music Aifvisory Board, 
Dr. Fleming helps to keep the 
Council infornied of new imd in¬ 
teresting aspects of music.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 

In most cases the students at Salisbury Stale are offer¬ 
ed a choice in regards to their subject courses and their 
professors. However, there are instances in which the stu¬ 
dent is forced into taking a particular professor because no 
other choice is offered. It is realized that few students would 
select particular professors if they were offered. It is rea- j 
lized that few students would select to take a particular pro¬ 
fessor if they were offered a choice. I'crhaps this is why 
the program is set up this way. 

Although there are many good and qualified teachers 
within various departments the inept, incompetent few thal 
the student must lake can easily overshadow all the reward¬ 
ing work which has been done by others. The junior who 
transfers to Salisbury must take a dim outlook of our fac¬ 
ulty when he or she is faced with such professors. Others 
realize the grim prospect that little will be learned from a 
course. In many cases our future profession becomes open 
to change as a result. Must the sturlent continue to accept 
the professor wOio uses the classroom as their own personal 
[julpil for f^xpounding their views on life? Why 'S this situ¬ 
ation permitted to exist? 

The tenure system is usually the excuse. Such is the sys¬ 
tem which pfTjnits a (irofessor to continue to expound on 
fjolicies ami beliefs which are very often contrary to that 
of the college. The administration ami the faculty are aware 
that this problem exists, yet little is done to cure it. If a 
student is unable t<^ mec-t I he standards of this college he 
is preventf’fi from continuing. Why should this not hold 
true ff>r the professor? Tenure is a poor excuse I for one, 
know that the* faculty and the administration would like to 
see its staff imme efficient, Wc are not doing any good 
merely accopHng thf‘ liabilities of this college, Sonielbing 
should and c;ari be done,

Pouder Keg with a Short Fuse 

As the w'orld recuperates from 
the Czechoslovakian crisis, anc! 
walls In anticipatory hopefulness 
for a Vietnamese aetllement. yet 
another problem is festering and 
grow'mg menacingly every day. 
That explosive situation lies m the 
ever voiaide Mkidic East which 
has not realJy'^ known peace since 
the l:ialfouj- Declaration. 

The famous for infamous) Six- 
Days War which erupted last year 
was merely the outward declara- 
tion of one of the most bitter 
haircfts the world has ever known. 
'Hie comic war In which the Arabs 
were so miserably outnlaased and 
the uruiatisfactory and tenuous 
peace which followed served only 
to deepen the hatred and augment 
the problems. 

Two events have occurred re* 
rJays' War which erupted last year 
gUlLy of the peace and add to 
the force for action First, the 
Egyptians attacked an Israeli post, 
in the Suez front and, uncharac¬ 
teristically. defeated them. Then 
the Inraelis retaliated with a dar¬ 
ing moonlight penetration HD 
miles into Egyptian territory de¬ 
stroying a bridge, power station 
and Irrigation dam. 

Tills new escalation and bedig- 
efancy pn the part of both can 
oriiy be the signal for further at- 
lacks and violations of the 
"peace. " Nassar is backed by riua- 
sian military and moral support 
and nmtivated by the over power¬ 
ing desire for revenge. And since 
the new attacks Signal the death

knell for Israeli doves, who were 
attempting to work for a peaceful 
solution Che future is bigak. ,\dd- 
ed to the problem Is the failure 
of neighboring Jordan s King Hus¬ 
sein to keep his hawks under con- 
tml. 

The international implications 
of the problem are just as touchy 
if not more frightening. Since 
Richard Nixon has expressed con¬ 
siderable sympathy toward the 
Israeli cause he might, it seu^ms. 
he pushed toward sending aid. as 
do the Soviets, in some viaihle 
form. Yet. the USSR is behind 
Nassar all the way. Having back¬ 
ed him as a loser once iUs not 
likely to want a repeal. What will 
this lead to if the Israelis and 
Egyptians do come into open com¬ 
bat again? The question is a mo¬ 
mentous one. indeed. 

The only hope is the Peace Com¬ 
mission which is attempting to 
find a basis for negotiation How¬ 
ever it is a slim hope for every 
attack and counter attack de¬ 
creases its only slight chances for 
success. 

The siLuaiiun is a difficult if not 
impossible one with no foreseeable 
solutions. The question is not who 
is rlgdit and v^To is wrong, for at 
this stage guilt is shared by both 
the Israeli and her Arab neighbors. 
Perhaps the. gtiilt should rather he 
placed in England's inept handling 
of the initial situation. Wherever 
the blame, the ficctum exists so 
irreccnciably that the future can 
only hold an increase of tension 
until conflict once again scars the 
ancient land. 


SENIOR HONORS 

Before June. 1968, Salisbury 
State College had never granted 
to any graduating senior the Ba¬ 
chelor's Degree with honors; but 
with the addition of an honors 
system to the already established 
graduation program, many stu¬ 
dents were recognized at the com¬ 
mencement exercises in June for 
their outstanding academic achieve¬ 
ment. The institution of the hon¬ 
ors program at graduation came 
as a result of the positive action 
taken by members of the Acade¬ 
mic Council, (Members of this 
council are Dr, A. N. Page, Act¬ 
ing Dean Glenn, Mrs, Grace 
Chaires, Dr. Robert Eldcrdice, Dr, 
Harvey Hall, Dr, John May, Dr, 
Aiethea Whitney^ and Dr, William 
Wroten.) They approved the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations which are 
now the requirements for gradua¬ 
tion with honors and which will 
be included in the new College 
Catalogue. 

To receive a Bachelor’s Degree 
with honors a student must have 
completed the last si.xty semester 
hours at Salisbury State College 
with the following cumulative 
grade-point average: 

3.70 to LOO Sunuua Cum Laude 
(With highest honors) 

3,50 to 3,74 Magna Cum Laude 
(With high honors) 

3,25 to 3,43 Cum Laude (With 
honors). 

Transfer students must have, in 
addition, a 3,25 or better aver¬ 
age at institutions previously at¬ 
tended, All candidates for gradu¬ 
ation with honors must have com¬ 
pleted at least fifty semester hours 
for advanced credit (300 level or 
above). There shall be a five-year 
time limitation on the acquisition 
of semester hours in order to be 
considered for graduation with 
honors.

S.S.C. Enrollment Jumps by 
10 Percent 

The expanded role of Maryland's .[noted that the graduate division of 


state colleges appears to be well 
received by college students in the 
slate. This comment was made by 
Dr. Walter D. Smith, president of 
Salisbury State College, as he dis¬ 
cussed the increased enrollment 
this fall at Salisbury State College 
and in the other five colleges of 
the .stale system. The colleges, for¬ 
merly state tuacbeis colleges, have 
assumed a new role emphasizing 
their new liberal arts pi^ograms as 
w^ell as continuing Micir roles in 
teacher einication. 

EnroUment at Salisbury State 
College ha.H shown a ten percent 
increase this year, according to 
Miss Dorothy Powell, Registrar- 
Director of Admissions. A total of 
9711 sindonlH are enrolled in the 
academic programs of the College, 
she continued, with the entering 
freshman class having the largest 
enrollment in recent years. The 
class mimbor.s 286. of which lOG 
arc men and 180 arc women. 

Academic Dean James Glenn 


the College has also shown an in¬ 
crease with 115 students involved 
in graduate study, 56 men and 59 
women are enrolled in graduate 
courses. 

Fifty-one student nurses from 
the Nunsing School of Peninsula 
General Hospital in Salisbury are 
also receiving instruction in socio¬ 
logy, psychology, anatomy and mi- 
trition. For many years a cooper¬ 
ative program between the College 
and the Hospital has been in oper¬ 
ation. 

Plans now being prepared at the 
College call for non-credit comm va¬ 
nity seminars to be instituted as 
a part of the evening college pro¬ 
gram during both fall and spring 
semesters. 1969-70. 

The new president of Salisbury 
State College said he waa particu¬ 
larly pleased that the new fresh¬ 
man class contained a larger num¬ 
ber of man than usual and noted 
that additional major programs for 
men are being planned.

It has come to the attention of 
the Athletic Department that the 
student body does not understand 
the relationship of Salisbury Stale 
and the two athletic conferences 
lo which It belongs ^Ve hope that 
this may clarify some misconcep¬ 
tions which have arisen. 

First. SSC Es a member of the 
N-A,I.A., the National Association 
of Intercoilegtatv Athletics. The 
N.A.I.A, IS an oui-growth of an 
organiaalion. the National Associ¬ 
ation of Inlorcollegiale Basketball, 
which 'ivas formed in 1940, In 1952 
this organization became the pre¬ 
sent N.A.I.A. The N.A.I.A. mem¬ 
bership is primarily made up of 
small colleges and untveranies 

Membership in the N.A.I.A is 
strictly on a voluntary basis and 
the fee for such membership is 
based on the college ennillrnent. A 
college must meet certain require¬ 
ments for membet^ship which are 
as foUows: ni Four-year, degree 
granting institution; (2i member 
of the regional accrediting agency; 
i3i college approved for member¬ 
ship by the District committ(*e and 
I t ► payment of active membership 
dues. 

The aim uf the N.A I A, is to 
promolo the developmeni of ath- 
ieties as a part of the educational 
offerings of member iuslitulions. 
This promotion of athletics is ac¬ 
complished in part by competition 
through the various districts 
which culminates m NaMonal 
Championship competiMtm 


The N A I A IS gtx^graphically 
divided into 32 districts Salisbury 
Slate IS cLirientJy in District 19 
which include> Eastern ^■^ennsyl^a- 
nia Eastern Maryland. Distnel of 
Columbia, and Delaware 

The N A 1 A now .spi^ni^ors na¬

TOWN AND GOWN RELATIONSHIPS ESTABLISHED

After decades of ignorance of 
and indifference to its college, the 
town of Salisbury' is taking a ne\e 
look, and apparently its cilijsens 
like what they see. The results of 
this new look include publicity, 
phde. and financial involvement. 
What caused this change? What 
does it entail ? 

When Dr Smith arrived here in 
the summer, local businessmen 
held a luncheon for him. At this 
luncheon our new president dis¬ 
cussed the need of the closer 
“town and gown“ association. This, 
says a member of the administra- 
tidn. was the beginning of a con¬ 
certed effort of townspeople and 
CfjJlege members who are iriteresl- 
ed “ . . , in exploring additional 
avenues of cooperative endeavor” 


One of the first results of this 
infnmial association was a tom of 
Salisbury for rhe freshmen Sug¬ 
gested by Dr Smith and Mr Jo¬ 
seph Manzer. president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, its puipuse 
was to welcome tht^ students and 
provide them with general mfor- 
mation as to the location of the 
airport, bus depots, recreational 
facilities, banks, and other points 
of interest, ft is hoped that this 
! will bff art annual event. 

The recent iy released blotters 
are another result* perhaps more 
obvious to most studenLs. These 
blotters are fine examples of the 
“town and gown” concept. The

The fact that thv conege is look¬ 
ing at the tewm could be seen by 
the Invitation of civic leaders to 
the President’s reception As Sal¬ 
isbury is a state-supported school, 
the slate's taxpayers should see 
what they’re paying for at all 
times.
